a hundred men, the scene at the pit was 
distressing. 
Poorly clad wpirien.'with 


babies clasped to their brenats, came 
through the darkness by the Hght cast 
from the bon-fires, like haggard, uu- 
canuy beings from another world. Some 
shrieked above the storm and muttered 
as they fell helpless on the shoulders of 
their stronger neighbors. Still others 
were mad in their despair, and tore 
their hail- and garments, and would 
have dashed into the-tomb headlong but 
for the strength exerted by miners from 
others shafte. 


It can be poitively 
asserted that 


thirty-nine bodies have been taken from 
the mine.and that there are probably nine 
or ten more in the mine. Of the bodies 
already taken ont, thirty-three have 
been taken out dead. 
A dozen physi- 


cians have been constantly at the scene, 
ready to render any assistance in their 
power, but the vast majority of the vic- 
tims were beyond their aid. 


The bodies were placed in rows pon 


the ground, where the rain and snow 
beat upon them. 
Most of the victims 


were shockingly mutilated, and some 
were so disfigured as to be unrecogniza- 
ble. All were covered with blood and 
dust, and many were almost stripped of 
their clothes.

A SCHEMK for building a bridge over 


he Rtraita of Dorer IIOB boon brought 
out by the Cronsot company and M. 
lenent, the well-known contractor, 
•myb the London Daily New*. No full 
itaiement has yet been published, but 
he following main features are snp- 
>lied on good authority: The bridge 
B to be about twenty miles long* the 
superstructure to rest 100 feet above the 
sea level, and the span between the 
piers to be 1,(>00 feet. It is to bear 
our lines of rails, and each of the piers 
will contain a place of refuge, and be 
surmounted with a powerful light. The 
authors of the scheme Iwlieve the foun- 
dations may be laid by means of com- 
jressed air Iwlls, the mean depth of tho 
channel being only about six fathoms, 
while the greatest depressions seldom 
reach ten fathoms. The estimated cost 
of the 
work is £32,000,000. 
The 


metallic frame-work will weigh 2,000,- 
XX) tons, and the construction will take 
about six years. 
The scheme will 


shortly be laid before the International 
Technical Committee, after which a 
charter from the English and French 
governments will be applied for, no 
subvention being asked.
